Hab. Larva of Cryptorhynchus corticicolus, Coleoptera, hidden in wood 
(Codiaceum). St. Vincent, West Indies. Type in Herb. Kew. Distr. Barbados. 

Observation: Stroma discoid (peltate) with short stalk, 2-5 mm in dia¬ 
meter, upper surface obscurely mammilate. Perithecia vertically immersed, 
ovoid with distinct neck, 540-550x250-280//. Peridial layer palisade-like, 
inner tissue composed of 3.5-7 y. thick hyphae. Asci fusiform, 125-135x8-9 
//, apically pointed, without cap. Ascospores 65-75x3.5-4 //, somewhat at¬ 
tenuated toward both ends, 9-13 septate, constricted at the middle part, 
where it is broken in maturity, remaining two halves. Half spores truncate 
at one end and acute at the other end.

Hab. Host unknown. Java. 
Nov. 29, 1842 (no. 855). Leg. 
Zollinger. Kept, in Herb. Mu¬ 


seum, Paris. 

Observation: Stroma cylindric, almost equal, ca. 12 cm long, 3-5 mm 
thick, with irregularly curved, rhizoidal basal part, hard fleshy or ligneous. 
Stalk short, only occupying lower quarter of stroma, with black, distinctly 
reticulate surface. Fertile part very long, not distinctly defined from stalk, 
pale cinereous purple, obscurely and finely dotted. Peridial layer 30-70 ft, 
thick almost black, pseudoparenchymatous, composed of multiseptate hyphae. 
Perithecia wholly immersed, ovoid, 350x200^, immature. Medulla stuffed, 
hyaline or ochraceous, component hyphae densely woven, hyaline, 2-3 ft 
thick, granulous.

Hab. Larva of Coleoptera. S. Carolina. Leg. Ravenel. Type in Herb. Kew. 
Imperfect st. unknown. 

Observation: Stroma 2-4.5 cm long. Stalk simple or branched. Head 
ovoid or elongated with obtuse apex, distinctly mammilated. Peridial layer

Observation: Head obliquely defined from slender stalk, fusoid, with or 
without sterile endpiece, densely mammilate. Peridial layer obscure. Peri¬ 
thecia semi-immersed, then superficial, densely arranged, thick fusoid, 500- 
530x19-21 /*. Inner tissue of stroma composed of 2.5-3/* thick hyphae. Cap 
of asci 4 /* in diameter. Secondary ascospores 4-5 /* long, truncate at both 
ends.

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stylophora Mains, growing as the slender branch on stroma. 

Observation: I could not find the mature stromata in type specimen, 
although the original description mentions the mature perithecia with second¬ 
ary ascospores. Head intermediate on stroma, fusiform or cylindric, 0.7 mm
